FOCH TO CONFER 
WITH GERMANS 
ABOUT DANZIG 


Berne, March 31—The German 
government has decided to send 
N athian Erzberger to Spa to eon* 
fer with Marshal Foch regarding 
the Danzig situation, according 
to a Berlin dispatch today. 


London, March 31—The Berlin 
correspondent of the Mail, said 
today there is good reason to be­ 
lieve Germany will give way re­ 
garding the Danzig question if 
fc$he allies will agree that Polish 
■troops shall not actually 
remain 
in Danzig pending the establish­ 
ment of peace. 


Berlin, March 31—Hope grew in 
official circles here today that 
the 
Danzig question yvould 
be 
settled 
without a break with the allies. The 
newspapers approve the proposal for 
further negotiations with the allies re­ 
garding their demand th at Polish 
troops be permitted to land at Danzig. 
Marshal Foch is said to have extend­ 
ed the invitation for a plenipotentiary 
to m eet him at Spa to discuss this 
m atter.

CURTIS GEYER WRITES 
TO HIS MOTHER FROM 
CAMP MILIS N. Y. 


Curtis Geyer, who is one of the 
Xenia young men who has seen much 
active service in France, is back in 
the U. S. A. 
His first letter to his 
mother w ritten on American soil is as 
follows: 
Camp Mills, N. Y. 
March 25, 1919. 
Dear Mother:— 
Here I am back in God’s country, 
and only a few' days from a civilian 
suit. It seems much like a dream. 
\ I wrote last from Bonnetable. 
We 
left there via St. Jean and Beaumont 
for Brest on the first of March. We 
sailed from Brest on the 15th. We 
had a U. S. cruiser to cross on and the 
sailors were like brothers. 
We had 
a calm 
trip, only 81-2 days, and 
landed here yesterday. 
We sighted the Statue of Liberty 
about 11 a. in. 
“There she is!’’ some 
one yelled, and a big yell went up. 
There was lots of noise when we 
passed her. but many 
found it con­ 
venient to get cinders in their eyep. 
The sight of the sky-scrapers wa.< 
good for sore eyes. 
When we got in 
by 
the battery we met ferry boats 
crossing 
the river. The 
people 
all 
waved enthusiastically. I thought the 
boys would go crazy. 
“Look there! 
real American civilians, honest-to-God 
people, real 
people, 
real girls!” or 
the shore signs: “See th at B. & 0. 
sign!” “Sunshine Biscuit Co!” “Col- 
gates!” etc. 
Then a boat approached 
us 
healing a large 
sign “ Mayor’s 
Committee of Welcome.” It was cov­ 
ered with flags and people. They 
sailed slowly around the ship. Nobody 
exactly cried, but most every one of 
us was trying hard not to. 
You’d al­ 
most have thought we were a funeral 
from the faces of the men. But we let 
loose in yelling. 
As we docked, 
the 
ship band and a band on shore made 
noise. There w’ere Red Cross women 
waving flags. 
We climbed 
all over 
the life boats, guns and smoke stacks 
to look at them. 
Then we landed and waited sa the 
dock to get the passenger list checked 
up. 
Here the parade started, not us, 
but the women. The first had coffee, 
the second buns, the next bags of 
candy. 
Then a .Salvation Army man 
gave out chocolate. A ”Y” man gave 
handkerchiefs and post cards. As we 
got on the ferry boat a “Y” man gave 
us chocolate. 
We also got chewing 
gum. Then the mayor’s boat came up 
and threw New York papers on board 
Tor everyone. 
The Salvation 'Army 
and the “Y” took up our post cards to 
mail. 
We sailed around the 
battery 
and up the East River to Long Island 
City, where we entrained, and no “40 
hommes, 8 chevaux” cars either—real 
American railroad and locomotive— 
one man with his pack to a seat! Can 
you beat it? And on each seat was a 
box of angel-food cake, that 
melted 
in one’s mouth! 
Such*a war whoop 
went up! 
Here the “Y” • handed out 
cigarettes and the Red 
Cross 
some 
more coffee- A girl with them, evi­ 
dently a daughter of one of the wo­ 
men, 
bought some 
chocolate and 
oranges and gave them away, and 
a 
truck on the platform had big apples 
and peanut brittle to sell. 
Everyone 
waved at the train.. The car became

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The Palace of the Grand Lama. 
T 
HIRST to the tend of mystery, urn] 
®Jtb©tigh It may not be wonderful 
when explored, we cannot help feeling 
a curiosity »boot the country and its 
inhabitants, 
chief of 
whom is the 
tiaraed lama, 
Only recently have explorers been 
able to enter Lhasa, the holy city, 
and tell of its people, and buildings. 
Of these edifices none w-Hl attract so 
much attention a# the palace of the 
Lama 
A precipitous hill is heaped up in 
most fantastic style with halls and 
storied temples and monster tombs, 
out, on looking up from the foot of 
these heights, the whole series seems 
conjoined into one vast structure, aur- 
mounted by Ave gtdd plated, lectan' 
gular domes of great size. 
The chief erection is the Red Palace. 
a building carried up to the height of 
eleven stoners, and which is ascended 
from story to story by means of wood­ 
en -ladders, with broad but difficult 
steps. 
This is the central edifice, round 
which the others climb and cluster. 
The lower stories of this palace are 
built against the sheer lace of the ac­ 
clivity. 
After passing up a steep path, ave­ 
nged by trees, you arrive at the prin­ 
cipal or eastern doorway of the whole 
establishment. 
Here first, is a very 
long hall, up which the visitor may 
ride on pony bach, or may walk, just 
as he sees fit. 
The hall la garnished 
on 
either 
hand hy long rows of massive prayer 
cylinder*, which, placed like barrels 
on end on well-oiled pivots, can eas­ 
ily be made to revolve with a touch as 
you walk along. 
Each barrel has within It. wound 
compactly on the iron axle passing 
from 
top 
to bottom, 
innumerable 
lengths of paper, on whltfh has been 


placed many thousands of times the 
well known formula, “Ora Maul Padme 
Hum,” the special invocation to \be 
Bodhisattwa Chenralse, and, therefore, 
to the Grand Lama, who visibly im­ 
personates him. 
At the end of the hall are broad 
stone steps, which mount to a paved 
land where stands an obelisk. You are 
now again in the open air, and two 
long flights of ateps. hemmed in by 
the outer walls of other buildings, as­ 
cend up to the face of the hill to the 
ground floor of the Red Palace. 
Thence 
the ladder-climbing com­ 
mences. 
Five long ladders, one after 
another, have to be scaled, passing up 
through dark and mysterious vaxilts— 
really vestibules to the neighboring 
buildings—some 
with 
weird-looking 
passages, conducting who ahull know 
whither? 
At the top of the fifth ladder things 
seem brighter, since now you enter the 
more habitable portion of the palace, 
comprising suites of rooms, set above 
set. 
On this floor in an adjoining apart­ 
ment, are the lower limbs of an ele­ 
phantine image of Jhampa, the Rudd- 
hu-to-come. 
He is seated on a plat­ 
form in this room. and his figure is of 
such colossal proportions that it passes 
up through the floors cf the two other 
stories above this one. Altogether, the 
image Is said to be about seventy feet 
high. , 
When you have reached the third 
floor of the tipper portion of the palace, 
you may walk around and gaze upon 
the monster head and shoulders of this 
gilded Buddha. 
All orthodox visitors 
on their way up perform solemn cir­ 
cumambulations around the body and 
the shoulders, respectively, once on 
each of the three floors through which 
the effigy has been reamed.

Queer Customs of Eskimos Who Have a Civilization 
Peculiar to Themselves. 


Macaroni Dishes 


SOME QUAINT SUPERSTITIONS 
RESTON maidens who desire to get 
married go to Sena, near Vances. 
ad stick pins in foot of the wooden 
statue of a saint called St. Ufurier, 
rho marries off his devotees within 
Xhe year. 
The pin must 
he 
well 
invited in, for lf it falls out the wad­ 
ding will fall through; and It must 
be a strong, straight pin, 
for if it 
bends the future husband may be a 
hunchback or a cripple. 
On the Channel, at Ploinnanach. on 
a rock, accessible at low tide, there is 
a little shrine supported by four Rom­ 
an oolumns, 
and 
dedicated to St. 
Bul rec, who landed there from Eng­ 
land In the sixth century. His wooden 
(image is stuck full of piu£. 
| Bo la the statue of St. Lawrence, 
aaa* Quintin. 
Here the pin should 
•tick at the first push, for each failure 
postpone* the marriage for a fear. 
There Ii aa old tale told of an idiot 


who broke the stains of St. Mlrll on 
the eve of his fete. 
In order to hide 
his crime his mother made him take 
the saint’s place. Now, upon the occa­ 
sion of his feast, there was a great 
gathering of pious pilgrims, who stuck 
pins in St. Mirli’s knee for all sorts 
of wants. 
The first few pins of the 
day happened to be those 
of 
some 
children, and did not much hurt the 
saint's flesh. 
A stout 
old 
country 
woman then drove a corking pin so far 
into the poor idiot's 
leg 
that 
he 
jumped, howling over the devout and 
prostrate bodies, with the result that 
St. Mlrll is believed to have flown up 
into the skies. 
When old worm-eaten decaying stat­ 
ues of the past are replaced by stone 
figures, which are, of course rebellious 
to pins, the pins are still brought by 
believers, but they merely place them 
around, the foot of the effigy. 


O F all the American aborigines the 
Eskimos seem to be the only ones 
who have retained their primitive fi­ 
delity and unshaken faith in the white 
man. A promise once made is an un­ 
breakable pledge, and treachery Is not 
tolerated among them, either in their 
dealings with their 
own 
people or 
with the stranger from the South, it 
was because the explorer could count 
with absolute certainty on the devo­ 
tion and service of the natives that 
he dared to trust himself beyond the 
reach of 
civilization. 
What 
would 
have happened to many of our ex­ 
plorers lf their companions had been 
Indians or the natives of the tropics 
or the Orient? The temptation to make 
away with the invading white man and 
■trip him of his valuables would have 
been too great for the average native 
to withstand. 
The Eskimo has been an amusing 
curiosity to the people of more civi­ 
lized land* for several centuries. He 
shows the most striking difference 
not only from the Indians that actual­ 
ly live at the other extreme limit of 
the earth, but from the North Ameri­ 
can Indians that were neighbors be­ 
fore the coming of ^Columbus. 


Families Have Two Homes. 
The Eskimo shares with the nobility 
of Europe, the very rich of America 
and most of the birds, the custom of 
having a summer residence remote 
from the home he Inhabits In the win­ 
ter. In his case the change of abode 
Is not due to any desire for change of 
scenes and society. The birds do not 
know why, but the Eskimo does. His 
winter house can be endured during 
the winter; but when things begin to 
warm up it becomes simply Intolerable, 
and even bls blunt sense of smell re­ 
volts. 
There Is a common belief in our 
part of the world that the Eskimo 
lives In an Igloo made of snow with 
blocks of ice for windows, and suffi 
huts are to be found even yet in the 
remote North. But they are by no 
means typical and 
probably never 
were. 
In the 
Eastern 
countries, 
Greenland and Labrador, the winter 
house is built of sod and stones, low 
roof formed of planks or beams and 
covered with sod. 
In the center of 
the roof there Is a email opening for 
ventilation and the floor is usually 


below the surface of the surrounding 
earth, 
In the Western country the 
house is more commonly made en­ 
tirely of planks, covered over with 
sod, and at the top there Is a gen­ 
erous opening fur the emission of 
smoke, for the Alaskan Eskimo cooks 
in the center of the room on a rude­ 
ly constructed open hearth. 
The more typical dwelling is near­ 
ly circular, 
having a long and very 
low entrance 
passage, 
which dips 
down rather abruptly and then rise* 
as It reaches the opening to the room. 
There is frequently a small apart­ 
ment opening off this long passage 
that is used for a kitchen, but many 
of the natives have no kitchen, using 
the 
soapstone 
lamp 
for 
lighting, 
heating and cooking. 


Tutting Apartment House*. 
Many of the booses are occupied 
by more than one family, and the 
room is shared in common, only the 
sleeping bench, that runs along the 
wall opposite to the side that has 
windows, being divided into separ­ 
ate stalls by low wooden partitions 
or screens cf skin. 
Before each of 
these sections of the sleeping bench 
stands the family lamp. on which the 
family cooking is done. 
The open­ 
ings in the walls are not such win­ 
dows as we are accustomed to, hut 
are glazed with the dried and pre­ 
pared membrane of the seal, which is 
so nearly transparent las to admit al­ 
most all the light there is. 
In the 
extreme 
northern 
latitudes, where 
the long polar night consumes the 
greater part of the winter, the only 
source of illumination is the soap­ 
stone lamp and whale oil. 
The summer home is very different 
and Is removed as far as possible 
from the winter habitat—usually to 
the-vicinity of the sea. where whal­ 
ing and sealing are carried on. 
It 
is not a hut of stones and sod, but 
its form is as well established as 
that of the permanent structure. It 
is a tent with a double wall of skins, 
the highest point not being in the 
center as is customary with tents, 
but at one side, where a framework 
forms the doorway. Around the lower 
edge of the tent is a substantial mound 
of earth and stones, to turn away the 
water and keep the floor dry during 
even the hardest rains. 


It has been said that these people 
of the North had no civilization what­ 
ever until some germs of culture were 
transplanted by the missionaries who 
have converted most of the tribes. This 
however, is not true. Theirs does not 
happen to be our brand of civilization, 
but its results compare favorably with 
the achievements of Europe aud the 
more highly developed parts of Amer­ 
ica, when we take into consideration 
the conditions under which they are 
compelled to live. 
Their literature 
and art are not of the same order 
as ours, yet they have manual skill to 
a remarkable degree, and their system 
of government is the most human and 
equitable system anywhere to be found. 
There Is no such thing as owning pro­ 
perty outright. 
The land belongs to 
the first man who takes possession of 
it, and when he is no longer making 
use of it, It is free to be occupied by 
the next man who comes along, lf one 
family has an abundance of meat and 
oil and another is destitute because of 
sickness or ill-luck, tte opulent di­ 
vides with the needy and no obligation 
of future payment is Incurred. 
The 
old Eskimo 
dialects 
contained 
no 
words for either scolding or swearing 
—the maintaining of a stolid silence 
being regarded as the greatest rebuke 
to nu offender. 


Great Mechanical Ingenuity. 
There Is no greater evidence of in­ 
genuity and a certain kind of In­ 
ventive genius than the kyak in which 
the Eskimo goes after his prey. It is 
the most remarkable boat in the world, 
and the race that could devise it is 
not wholly wanting in the qualities 
which make for the development of 
civilization. 
It 
is a 
shuttle-shaped 
canoe composed of dressed seal skins 
stretched over a light but very strong 
framework of whalebone, and the en­ 
tire top is covered, ^except a small 
opening in the center, which is just 
large enough to admit the whaler's 
legs and body. 
His 
“slicker” shirt, 
made of water-proofed skin or whale- 
gut, is attached to the rim of the cock­ 
pit in which he sits, and so perfectly 
adjusted that the light craft can turn 
over and over in the waves without 
the least danger of 
throwing 
the 
kyaker out or admitting a drop of 
wtter. 
The vessel is propelled by a 
.double bladed >ar. 


r p HE origin of macaroni dates back 
A to one of the Kings of Naples who 
constantly taxed Hie Inventive power 
of his cook. 
One day a clish was put 
on the king's table, of which lie highly 
approved, and upon inquiry as to the 
expense of the new dish, the cook 
mentioned a sum which in those days 
was thought high; thereupon the king 
exclaimed, “Buoni ma caroni,” “Good 
but very dear.” Hence the name 
This cereal preparation is made 
from hard wheats; the flour of these 
wheats is formed Into a paste by ad 
dltlon of hot water, and after being 
well kneaded, Is forced 
by 
special 
machinery through a pierced cylin­ 
der, which it leaves in the form of 
pipes or tubes, 
The pipes pass over 
a stove which partly cooks them, and 
then they are hung over a line to 
finish drying them. Macaroni absorbs 
a large amount of water while it is 
being cooked. One pound of macaroni 
weighs five pounds when it is boiled in 
sufficient water. 
So that macaroni 
alone would prove a rather bulky food. 
By adding concentrated 
nourish­ 
ment, such as is found in cheese, the 
balance Is put right, and that is why 
cheese is generally served with maca­ 
roni. One pound of macaroni contains 
as much protein as two pounds of sir­ 
loin steak, and bas over four times the 
nutritive value. 
It Is an ideal dish 
when 
properly 
prepared, 
delicious, 
nourishing and cheap. 
It Is an eco­ 
nomical substitute for meat, and as It 
must be thoroughly cooked to be palat­ 


able, affords a digestant* 
dish 
for ^ 
nervous people, brain workers and all 
persons of sedentary occupations, who 
require food which is rich in protein 
aud ut tht* same time in concentrated 
form. 
it may be dressed with butter 
cream and cheese; it may take tho 
place of rice and barley in a soup and 
Is delicious if scalloped with oysters 
or cooked meat. it can be served with 
roasts, game or fish, or boiled with a 
chicken fricassee in place of dump­ 
lings. 
a popular dish is macaroni 
moistened with the liquor from mush 
rooms, 
the 
mushrooms first being 
stewed with the macaroni. It is to be 
regretted that macaroni does not enter 
more largely Into the dietary of tho 
working classes in America, not only 
because of its cheapness and the ease 
with which it may be prepared, but 
also because of its nourishing quail 
ties. 
Macaroni must always be put Into 
boiling liquid to cook; soaking it be 
fore cooking quite spoils the flavor. 
J 
In general macaroni requires plenty 
of water to cook It properly; at least 
two quarts of salted water should be 
used for a quarter of a pound of xnaca 
roni. The paste may be put in whole 
or broken in short pieces, the water 
should be boiling hard, and should be ^ 
salted. 
It should be stirred now and ^ 
then to prevent sticking, and should 
be bolled until tender. 
Drain and 
plunge into cold water for a moment 
to prevent breaking and cohesion. 


THE WORKSHOPS OF GREAT WRITERS 
J T Is pleasant to know in what sur­ 
roundings the great works of litera­ 
ture had their birth. Not a. few have 
been written in rooms of palatial 
splendor, others Ic rooms of poverty 
and misery; some amid the dim and 
fading brilliance of lamplight, still 
others among the birds and summer 
sunshine in the temple of Nature. 
The study of the great French nat­ 
uralist, Buff on, was a bare, desolate 
room, with a single chair, a table, and 
only one sheet of paper at a time upon 
it. The only ornament upon the walls 
was a print of Sir Isaac Newton hung 
just In front of v/here the writer sat. 
In this dreary, cheerless room, in 
almost perfect seclusion, the author 
spent the larger part of his time, some­ 
times laboring fourteen hours a day 
at his desk—“the most luxurious and 
delightful moments of life," so he con­ 
fessed. 
Goldsmith’s “Deserted Village” was 
written In a wretched room, with but 
one chair in it; and, when a visitor 
called, the author was obliged to take 
a seat in the window, while he gave 
the chair to his guest. 


Samuel Johnson roomed for man$ 
years in a house in one of the narrow 
and gloomy courts on the north of 
Fleet Street, in London. In the garret 
was his library, a large anil miscel 
laneous collection of books, falling to 
pieces and begrimed with dust. 
On 
the lower floor lie sometimes, but very 
rarely, regaled a friend with a plain 
dinner—a veal pie, or a leg of lam!) 
and spinach, and a rice pudding. 
The workshop of Charles Dickens, 
at Gadshall, was a sunny, well-lighted 
room on the ground. 
The novelist’s 
writing desk stood at a window, where 
the light was full and strong. Case* 
filled with books were on two sides of 
the room. All of his later novels were 
mostly written in this cozy room. 
Washington Irving wrote his "Tales 
of the Alhambra and the “Conquest 
of Granada” while an inmate of the 
old palace fortress of the Moorish 
kings, surrounded by everything that 
could call up the associations of the 
past. 
His later works were written 
in his cozy library at the old home­ 
stead known to us as “Sunnyside,- 
overlooking the Hudson River.
